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L Reference is made to requeat dated 31 January 1967 
concerning Subject, The files of this office contain the following 
information* 

2* Subject is the World War n colonel in the Schutz Staffel, 
which, was the elite guard of the Nazi Party • He was the liberator 
of MUSSOUNl from imprisonment In 1943 at the time of the Italian 
Government's capitulation to the Allies. The following is a brief 
sketch of his life prior to the end of the war: 

a. 1932-Jolned the Nazi Party (NSDAP). 

b. 1934-joioed the Schntz Staffel (SS). 


c« 1940-Joined the Waifen SS, which was the 
permanently embodied and militarised 
units of the SS. 

d. 1943-SS Obersturmfuehrer (JLientenant) with 
the SS division "Das Reich" in France, the 
Balkans, and the Soviet Union. 

e. 1943-8 llf^e^ to havofiVeaithe commando unit 
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that UbtraUd MUSSOLINI; r«colvad a dec* 
oration and promotion to major for it. 

I, I944*appolnted head of Militariachea Amt* 

which waa a department of the Reichaeicherheit* 
ahaupt«Amti which was the headquarters of 
the Security Service and Security Police* 

g. 1944-Commaodaat of special Waffeo S5 training 
camp at Oranienberg for parachute training. 

h. May 1945-captured by the United States Army. 

3. Reports concerning Subject's activities have been received 
from all over the world. These reports are dated from the end of 
World War II to the present and consist of contradictory allogaticns. 

A brief indication of Subject's alleged activities since World War U 
Is outlined as follows: 

a. January 1951 -According to an usually reliable : 
source* Subject was supposedly organising a 
group of old Nazis to fight Communism from 
Spain if war should break outi this was al- 
legedly done with FRANCO'S blessing. 

b. January 1953 -According to a reliable source* 
sub-source reliability unknown* Subject was 
reported to be In Egypt to sell arms to NASSAR. 

c. January 1953-According to the same source as 

In "b” above* Subject was allegedly commissioned 
by the Egyptaln gov ernment to train commando 
untia to fight the British In the Suez canal zone. 

d. April 1955-According to a fairly reliable source* 
Subject was allegedly engaged by the Egyptians 
to reorganize their intelligence service. 

e« November 195 6- Ac cording to an usually reliable ^ 
source* Subject was ruoiored to have gone to 
Cairo* where he was to run NASSAR* s antl-semitic 
program. 
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U J&nuary 1961-Accordlng to a nowipapor report 
of unknown reliability^ Subject wae allegedly 
training a group of Katangan commando* in 
Spain. 

g. March 1961-Accordlng to a eourco of unknown 
reliabllityi Subject wae allegedly involved In a 
plot to kidnap CASTKO. 

4. In a report dated 17 August 1961 a staff officer of this office « 
who Is i^rsonally aqualnted with Subject« was of the opinion that Sub- 
ject was not heavily involved in Intelligence activitiea* In this act- 
ivity Subject gave the impression of a '*buU In a china shop* *' The 

- staff officer went on to etate that Subject talked too much and too 
vociferously in any groupp regardless of privacy. When Subject wa* 
contacted and asked what he had to say about the mauiy allegations 
made concerning his involvement In Intelligence activity and arms 
deals* he stated that this was probably because of bis great many 
contacts in the intelligence world. He expUilaed this as being a re- 
sult of his friends made during the Second World War while he was 
actively involved in intelligence. 

5. According to a report dated January i960 fram a forinMr.\^^^^A 
Polish Security Seinrice fUB) staff officer who la described as very 
reliable* Subject was believed to have been recruited as a collaborator 
by one ABAKUMOV of the Committee of State Security (KGB). In 

1944 this recruitment was reportedly accomplished in the course of 
Soviet efforts to capture and utilize to their own ends a long term 
Nazi stay behind network.' To what extent the Soviets succeeded in 
this plan is unknown* 

6* According to a report dated 8 April 1963 from a fortner 
KCB staff officer who is described as a reliable source* Subject was 
a target of the KGB* Source stated that Subject bad been the target of 
the KGB both during the Second World War and afterwards. But to 
his knowledge the KGB had not succeeded in recruiting Subject as late 
as 1953. 

7. This memorandum la a summary of previous disseminations 
sent out concerning Subject* and represents the content of available 
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
